shek’s wartime capital of 
Chungking, and 
turned right on 
the road lead- 
ing toward the 
crowded, 
steaming, noisy 
city on the 
bluffs above 
where the 
Yangtze and 
Kialing rivers 
meet, one came 
to a small, 

shabby compound. 


Always at the fence were two 
tute, solemn-faced Chinese chil- 
firen, a girl of about six, and a 
boy of about four, black-eyed, 
grave of face. Every day, as I 
passed, I carefully handed 
through the fence into the up- 
raised hands, a piece of candy 
brought for that purpose. 


One day a Chinese broad- 
raster, whom we called Mike, 
and whose last name now es- 
rapes me, walked with me. I 
handed the candy through. He 
spoke to the girl and she an- 
swered. Mike broke into gales of 
laughter. 

*‘What did she say?” 


“She said,’’—and he laughed 
again, relishing it greatly—‘‘she 
said, ‘Every day this fat foreign 
fevil gives me candy. I do not 
know why he does it, but I am 

lad.’’’ The grave-faced child, 
erself a veteran of war, bomb- 
Ings and sorrow, innocently re- 
flected a prejudice picked up 
from her elders. 


Revolution

In Christianity, of course, it be- 
gins with the event in the Garden 
pf Gethsemane and that on the 
hill of Crucifixion. The mass 
population of Jerusalem was be- 
Ing stirred by the Man from 
Nazareth. The Romans and 
their collaborators, the High 
Priests, were fearful. 


It has continued—this revolu- 
lion. We are living in it now. 
All the races of the world are in 
a seething ferment. They de- 
mand a share in all the best that 
the more advanced civilizations 
have achieved. Since the West- 
ern nations have so long domi- 
nated the rest of the world, we 
face the hottest fire. . 

If we refuse to understand 
that, the end will be sad for us 
all. Neither jails, executions, 
nor lesser repressions will halt 
it. But, the revolution can be 
thanneled, 


Foreign Devils 


The Russians and the Chinese 
have so far managed to win 
most, though not all, of the 
propaganda battles. They have 
capitalized on the rising emo- 
tional, religion-like nationalistic 
feelings of the peoples of Asia 
and the Orient, to picture us as 
‘foreign devils’’ who want to 
come again and establish our- 
selves in their land and con- 
trol it. 

There is a very good reason, 
for example, why we did not 
sign the Geneva peace treaty— 
but since the McCarthy com- 
mittee has all but abolished the 
Voice of America, we have no 
way to make our voice heard. 
The giant among the Western 
nations must whisper. The So- 
viets say we didn’t sign because 
we don’t want peace. 

So voiceless is our govern- 
nient, that it has not made plain 
the choice before its own people. 
It is one of spending a lot of 
money in assisting the nations 
yet free to be really free and in- 
dependent—or of going to war. 
In Indochina we tried arms to 
the French. We must now send 
weapons to Cambodia, Laos, 
and what remains of Viet Nam; to 
-Burma, Thailand, India and 
Indonesia—or we must send 
*plowshares” and join pledges 
of non-intervention in ir in- 


ternal affairs—by France, us>-er-7 


The Soviets must 
not be allowed successfully to

WASHINGTON, July 28—Presi- 
dent Eisenhower today laid down 
a list of six ‘‘must’’ bills for 
Congress to pass before ending 
its session and got an immediate 
response on three of them. 

Speaking at his news confer- 
ence, the President said he would 
be bitterly disappointed if Con- 
gress quits without acting on the 
farm, tax reform, housing, for- 
eign aid, social security and anti- 
subservise measures, 

Shortly afterward, the House 
approved the tax bill 315 to 77. 
It will provide business and se- 
lected individual taxpayers with 
an estimated $1,393,000,000 in tax 
relief this year and provide in- 
dustry with mew incentives to 
expand.

Atom Bill F ilibuster 
Served Good Purpose 


The long filibuster over the Atomic 

Energy Bill is now history. The public 
had become a little tired of it. Majority 
Leader Knowland had just about ex- 
hausted the entire Senate—including his 
own party—with his marathon sessions. 
- The wrangling served a good purpose. 
It did a great deal to dissipate public 4is- 
‘interest about a measure that is one of the 
most important of the century. It is as 
important as the decisions of former years 
that directed development of the country’s 
rail system and its electric power re- 
sources. 

The Democrats were right in calling 
attention to the similarity of issues. The 
taxpayers’ money developed atomic energy 
—approximately $12,000,000,000 of it. The 
development should not have been handed 
over to private industry for industrial uses 
and for production of electric power with- 
out safeguards of the public interest. 

Basically, the issues are the same as 
those regarding TVA. The latter develop- 
ment was financed by government be- 
cause private resources could not or had 
not done the job. It rescued an entire 
region and added billions to the national 
product. It became a gauge for figuring 

_ power rates and it provided the wedge. for 
rural electrification. 

To develop the potential of atomic 
energy for public use will also be a costly 
job. But it must be developed or the 
‘United States will find itself lost in world 
“competition. If private industry can do 
‘the job and bring atomic benefits to all 
‘the people in the quickest possible time, 
well and good. To open the door to 
atomic monopoly, however, could restrict 
and prolong its development. 

Although the bill in its final form is 
neither the administration's proposal nor 
that of the opposition, it is a compromise 
that goes all the way in neither direction. 

The filibuster alerted the public to the 
issues involved. The potential of atomic 
energy for peacetime use has been mate 
clear. Its development should and prob- 
ably wll be accomplished as a partner 
ship between government and private in- 
dustry. Unrestricted monopoly. by either 
would not be in the best interests of the 
nation. 

The compromise on basic issues as a 
result of the filibuster is perhaps the best 
that Could be done at the present stage of 
development of the atomic program.

Fulton Officials Stage 
Untaxed Car Roundup 


If you live in Fulton County and own 
an automobile on which the proper prop- 
erty tax return has not been made, then 
going to the courthouse and getting that 
car on record will save you trouble and a 
cash penalty payment over and above 
taxes due. 

The Fulton tax commissioner’s office 
is staging an untaxed car round-up. In 
Fulton, as in other counties, there are auto 
owners who have been dodging taxes by 
refusing to list their cars on the tax books. 
They can do that because the state law 
on the subject is weak. The last General 
Assembly tried to strengthen the statute, 
but the measure the Assembly passed was 
vetoed by the governor because, he said, it 
was an insult to the mtegrey of his fellow 
citizens. 


Georgians whose taitegrity is such that 
they pay the taxes they owe would have 
been pleased to see the proposed law stand. 
But it didn’t, so county tax officials must 
take the slow course of checking the tax 
books against the state vehicle registra- 
tions list. If you are delinquent on auto 
taxes, you'd find it advisable to see them 
before they see you.

The two who seem to team up in the 
tobacco business, marketed their crop in 
Adel the other day for 63 cents a pound, 
well over the average for the first week 
of the season. 


: The Boyette-Stripling leaf com- 
manded the premium despite the fact it 
was grown in “one of the driest sections” 
of Cook County. 


The answer is irrigation—four times 
during the growing season, from a large 
pond and at seven to 10-day intervals. 

Mr. Boyette estimates his investment 
in the watering system at about $3,800. 
The system has been in use five years. 
This year the return from the irrigated

he does not say. He should be 
more specific, so the newspapers 
and the people would know where 
they stand. 

Our state and federal constitu. 
tions assert the right of anybody— 
including the Atlanta newspapers— 
to speak, write and print any- 
thing they desire. It is not even 
limited to speaking, writing and 
printing the truth, because that 
would make the constitutional pro 
vision meaningless, and would im- 
ply that some dictatorial authority 
was empowered to fay what was 
true and what was false. There is 
no such limitation. Of course, if 
somebody abuses the right ‘and 
speaks or prints a deliberate false- 
hood, resulting in damage to the 
good name, reputation and fortune 


of another, the injured party can 
go into court and get redress for 
the damage. But the right to speak 
or print cannot be abridged. 

I would like to emphasize that 
this is not a privilege given to 
newspapers. It is a right of the 
people, and every Tom, Diek and 
Harry in the country exercisés it 
every day. Any tampering with 
it is tampering with a basic right 
of every ctizen. 

When the right of the people 
freely to express their sentiments. 
in speech, in writing, or in print, is 
circumscribed in any way, democ- 
racy will have lost its strongest 
buiwark and our vaunted freedom 
will be at an end. 

This columnist has a high per- 
sonal regard for Marvin Griffin, 
but the spectacle of the politicians 
secking to make “the Atlanta 
newspapers” the perpetual whip- 
ping-boy of every campaign is get- 
ting somewhat tiring.’ When this 
all-too-familiar tactic is coupled 
with a threat to use the power of 
the state's highest office to hedge 
our basic rights, it is time to take 
note of it. 

After all, it may be a healthy 
condition to have newspapers that 
occasionally engage in what may 
look to Marvin like ‘“‘suck- 
ing eggs.”

“OLD SARGE’ JIM BAGBY DIES IN MARIETTA| 


By FURMAN BISHER

Old Jim (Sarge) Bagby Sr., 
a@ pitcher Cleveland will never 
ferget, died Wednesday after- 


noon in Kennestone Hospital 
at Marietta. He had been in 
failing health since a stroke 
struck him down as an um- 
pire in the Piedmont League in 
1942. He was 64 years old. 


In Cleveland, though, he will 
live on as an ageless legend, 
based on the greatest season a 
right-handed pitcher has had 
in the American League in the 
Jast quarter-century. Bagby 
won 31 games and pitched the 
Indians to the pennant in 1920, 
then became the first pitcher 
ever to hit a World Series home 
run as Cleveland mowed down 
Brooklyn for the world’s 


championship, 
two. 

This signalled the end of his 
greatest days, though, for at 
$31 the Bagby career as a major 
leaguer was on a runaway 
course to conclusion. He lasted 
less than three more seasons in 
the majors, was traded to 
Pittsburgh in 1923 and finished 
that campaign at Seattle. He 
made his last professional pitch 
at York, Pa., in 1930. 

Bagby was a major league 
father of a major league son. 
Jim Jr. followed him to the 
American League as a pitcher 
with the Boston Red Sox and’ 
Cleveland and later wound up 
at Pittsburgh himself before 
drifting off into the minors. 
He won 97 games between the 


five games to 


two leagues, inchiding two 17- 


victory seasons at Cleveland. 

The senior Bagby was born 
in Taliferro County, Oct. 5, 
1889, but eventually made At- 
lanta his home. He spent part 
of two seasons as a Cracker 
pitcher in 1925-26, winning 16 
games over the run. In his 
playing prime, he was six feet 
tall and weighed 170 pounds. 

He broke in with Augusta in 
1910 without a decision, then 
finished that season at Hat- 
tiesburg, Miss. The next year, 
after winning 22 games for the 
Cotton States League club; he 
was sold to Cincinnati. He won 
two and lost one for the Reds 
before he was eventually sent 
to Montgomery of the Southern 
Association.

‘Flag’ Formula 


Ruth, Hubbell Rated Tops 
In New System, Cobb Drops 


NEW YORK, July 28 (P?—Branch Rickey has reduced 
the evaluation of a whole baseball team and an individual 


player to a mathematical equation. 


The General Manager of the | 
Pittsburgh Pirates has worked out 
a revolutionary formula which 
shows why pennant winning teams 
during the last 35 years have been 
successful. 

In a bylined story in Life maga- 
zine, the 70-year-old Father of the 
Farm System, names his 25 great- 
est hitters and 12 top pitchers since 
1920. and attempts to prove why 
through a complicated..mathemati- 
cal formula. 

Rickey's findings are mostly ex- 
pected but some are bound to be 
shockers. For instance, Ty Cobb, | 
regarded by many as the greatest 
of all batters, ranks only 23rd ac- 
cording to the Rickey formula. 
Babe Ruth, voted the No. 1 player 
of all time in the Associated Press’ 
half century poll several years ago, 
is ranked at the top. | 

Such immortal Hall of Fame | 

members as George Sisler, Bill 

Terry and Paul Waner are not 

listed in the top 25. 

Rickey also rates Carl Hubbell, 
the New York Giants’ southpaw 
of the 1920s and ‘30s, as the great- 
est pitcher since 1920, above such 
illustrious hurlers as Walter John- 
son, Grover Alexander, Lefty 
Grove and Dizzy Dean. Johnson, 
of course, had his best years be- 
fore 1920. 

The formula, designed to show 
what really wins games, is called 
by Rickey the most disconcerting 
and at the same time the most 
constructive thing to come into 
‘baseball. 

‘The formula is so revealing and 
so unrefutable,”’ he says, ‘‘that it 
has compelled me to put different 
values on some of my oldest and 
cherished theories.’’ , 

The formula, as applied to | 
the guaging and analyzing of 
team performance, is simple 
enough, even with the bizarre 
use of symbols and equations 
Rickey uses. It boils down to 
this—the team with the widest 
plus margin in scoring runs as

Plant evergreens toward the 
end of the month. Cut away rasp- 
berry and blackberry canes 
which have fruits and set out pot 
plants of strawberries. Weed 
killers may be applied to walks, 
drives and that perennial terror, 
poison ivy. 

W. S. Kirkpatrick, secretary of 
the club, says that he has spent 
these hot humid days ‘watering 
and spraying.” 

“The hot weather has brought 
out insects on lots of plants,’’ he 
says. ‘‘Roses are in a semi-dor- 
mant stage now, but they need 
care just the same.” 

Mr. Kirkpatrick says that ca- 
mellias, azaleas, as well as many 
other flowering plants need ex- 
tra spraying. 

“It’s a good time to fertilize 
tomatoes, too,"’ adds Mr. Kirk- 
patrick. 


ber is a camellia expert. 
NEED CARE 

“Just because there are no 
bushes filled with blooms does 
not mean that plants do not need 
a lot of attention and care,’’ he 
says. “It is very important to 
see that plants are properly wa- 
tered. Spray the leaves at least 
two or three times a week late 
in the afternoon about 6 p.m. 
Water the tubbed plants (or roots 
as the case may be), once a 
week.”’ 

‘‘Another important thing to do 
at this time is to check for dye 
back and get rid of it at once. 
Keeping plants clean is very 
necessary. Disbud blooms and 
leave one on terminals. The sec- 
ond cycle of growth has started 
on plants and some buds are of 
very good size.’

Miss Bannister reveals a few 
secrets for getting baby snap- 
shots in a series of ‘‘inside-out’’ 
snapshot hints, which anyone can 
follow even with the simplest 
camera to get good pictures. 


Inside or out, the background 
should be kept simple. An un- 
cluttered scene is best. 

Outdoors, the hedge, shrubs, 
and grass make good back- 
grounds. 

Indoors, if walls or wallpaper 
are not plain, it’s an easy mat- 
ter to hang a white sheet on the 
wall. 

MAIN POINTS 

One of the main points to re- 
member about choice of back- 
ground is that it should offer con- 
trast to the subject. 


If baby is wearing light 
clothes, photograph him against 
a dark background. If baby’s 
clothes are dark, place him 
against a light background. Al- 
ways make it light against dark, 
or dark against light. 

All preparations should be 
made before baby is brought on 
the scene. The background 
should be chosen or set up, and 
the camera loaded and ready for 
action. A simple camera is ade- 
quate. 

One cf ti.e most important se- 
crets of snapshot success is sim- 
plicity. Keep it simple—the back- 
ground, the child's dress, the 
hairdo. Even baby’s pet or toy, 
included in the picture, should 
be simple so it does not take in- 
terest awa:’ from the subject. 

The baby should never be over- 
dressed. If the weather is warm, 
Miss Bannister advises a sleeve- 
less pinafore or simple cotton 
dress. 

FORGET FORCE 

Miss Bannister counsels 
against forcing baby to pose or 
assume an expression. “If the 
youngster forces an expression, 
or holds an unnatural pose, the 
results will be disappointing.”’ 

The trick is to snap baby when 
he’s relaxed and natural. “Play 
games with him, talk to him, 
or give him a simple toy. If the 
baby is difficult, try to draw at- 
tention to yourself. In this way, 
the youngster will forget you're 
trying to snap his picture, and 
you're apt to catch the pose you 
want.”
